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The DVD slick is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) because it tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. The slick is promotional material for the DVD of the same tide. 
It depicts young men engaged in sexual activity while dressed as schoolboys. The US ‘Certificate of 
Compliance’ on the back cover states that “All models are 18 years of age or older”. Flowever, this 
small print seems contradicted by the overall appearance of the slick, including the physical 
appearance of the performers and other text that reinforces a reading of the performers as young 
persons. The purpose of the related DVD is the sexual arousal of the viewer, and the slick is intended 
to attract viewers to this DVD. It is intended that the viewer find the young men sexually desirable 
because of their youth, and it is likely to attract adult viewers with a sexual interest in young persons. 
The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the 
right to freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention 
that publications falling under s3(2) of the FVPC Act are deemed to be objectionable. It is also a 
reasonable limitation on the right to freedom of expression in the interest of preventing injury to the 
public good from the availability of publications that tend to or do promote or support sexual 
exploitation of young persons.
